B. Stuavt, commandlnK tlv> cavalry, was 
very anxious to obtain certain information 
as to tho position of several Federal brig- 
ades.

voilon to tho cause of tho south. He man- 
aged to get a uoto to her, requesting her to 
obtain such information as she could, little 
thinking that she would not only obtain it, 
but bring it herself instead of sending a 
messenger. 


His surprise was groatt thou, to stio her 


rido iuto bin headquarters on the ove of the 
battle, thoroughly posted as to what ')io 
wanted to know. She had undergone much 
hardships and danger, having been shot at 
many times in running the gauntlet of tho 
pickets, but she gamely persevered until her 
mission was accomplished. 


In recognition of her "bravery and intelli- 


gonco, Stuart commissioned her ns lieuten- 
ant and aide^de-cainp on Uis staff, and this 
tLppointmant'wus actually recognized by the 
Confederate government. 
Miss Y. was pur- 


haps the only female commissioned ofllcor 
in either army. 
This lady was afterward 


captured and locked up for many months 
in tho old capitol pi-ison, I think, and, after 
her release, truth compels tbo fifcxteincnit 
that, in tho latter dnyt of the war, sho was 
married to o. Fedoral major, then and now 
u prominent nnd wealthy c;tize-n of tho city 
oi' Washington.

sprang up behind Forrest, and after a hard 
rido showed him a pj^-co where he could 
cross with his guns.
